2. THE TUBNx Each turn, each player receives six die rolls (in order). 
For each dltt, his/her piece is aovod as follows i 

IF THE PLAYER HAS All. SIX WEDGESi Moves will always he toward the 
center space. If the die takes the piece past the center space , 
the piece goes to the appropriate spoke so that the question Is 
frost a category as high on the player's priority list as possible* 

IF THE PLAYER DOES NOT HAVE ALL SIX WKDGESt The following list will 
be used, starting at the top and going down, unless the player has 
specified a different strategy with his/her previous orders. 

1) If the roll places the piece on a headquarters for a wedge the 
player does not have, move the piece there, 

2) If the roll places the piece on a "Boll Again" square that la 5 
or fewer spaces fros a headquarters for a needed wedge., wove 
there* 

3) If the roll places the piece on the center space, move there. 

4} Uova so that the distance to the nearest needed— wedge headquarters 
plus the space's priority (1-higheat priority category t 2-decond, 
and so on) Is as small as possible.

I Just finished reading The Qilldren of the Dune , the third book in the 
classic Dune series (Great I) , and I thought I'd better warn any pf you who ore 
just starting this set: Some copies are narked "Book Two" instead of "Book 
Three* M Regardless of what the cover ears, the correct sequence 1st Dune , Dune 
Messiah , then Children of the Dune. 

For the probably two or three of you who don't already know, there is going 
to 4 Dune BO vie f due for release Christaaa 'd^,, tt la directed by tta + ld Lynch, 
who recleved two Oscar nominations for The Elephant Man* The special effects 
team reportedly did 2001, E.T. r and Return of the Jedi.
